OTTAWA’ A minimum total of 126,000 army and RCAF 
Personnel will be repatriated to Canada by the end of 1945 
it was announced today by the Department of National 
Defense. The Dept. said the minimum shipping allot- 
ments to the Canadian services for the six months from 
July 1 onward amount to 26,000 for each of the months of 
July, August and’ September/and 48,000 during October, 
November and December. 


Agreements between the army and the RCAF div- 
ide the allottment of 126,000\|personnel at 65 per cent. for 
the army and 35 per cent. far the RCAF until the army 
and air force personnel for thp Pacific have arrived home. 

The Division will then @hange to 88 percent for the 
army and 12 per cent for the RCAF, The Department 
said that Canada, Great Britain and the United States are 
maintaining continuous contact on the highest Goyern- 
ment levels to obtain greatey accommodation on North 
Atlantic ships to return Canadian service men home. 


The problem, of repatriation the Department said has 
heen under discussion between the Governments concern- 
ed since the Quebec Conference. 

Army repatriates the Department said will total 101,- 
550 for the six months. This will mean that more than 
125,000 Army personnel with the exception of 25,000 men 
in the occupation force will still be overseas at the end of 
the year unless the shipping problem eases. To bring 
back greater numbers of men the army studied the pos- 
sibility of converting cargo ships as troop transports but 
the idea was abandoned because of the loss of cargo space 
that would result and the extreme discomfort converted 
ships would cause service men, The Government also at- 
tempted to purchase the 3 type of transport and U. S. 
Victory ships but the U. S. Government was not able to 
meet either approach due to its own needs. ’

THE POLISH AGREFMENT 

Londen commentators emphasize, in the first place, 
that the agreement has been made among the Poles 
themselves. The commission set up at Yalta, consisting 
of M. Molotcy and the British and U.S. Ambassadors, 
has performed its main function in bringing together 
the three parties of Poles—that is, representatives of the 
so-called. Lw>lin Poles, representatives of the London 
Poles, and other Polish democrats. 

Secandly. the procedure laid down by the Yalta 
Agreement provides that the new Provisional Govern- 
Ment is pledged to hold a secret ballot with universal 
sutfrage. This clause of the agreement runs as follows: 
“This Pollish Provisional Government of National Unity 
shal! be pledged to the holding of free and unfettered 
elections! as soon as possible on a basis of universal suff- 
rage and, secret ballot. In these elections all demo- 
cratic ani anti-Nazi parties shall have the right to par- 
take and put forward candidates.” The next clause in- 
dicetes thie prosedure thereafter: “When a Polish Pro- 
visional Cfovernment of National Unity has been pro- 
petly formed in conformity with the above, the Govern- 
ment of the NSS.R. which now maintains diplomatic 
relations with the present Provisional Goyernment of 
Poland, and the Government of the United Kingdom, 
and the Government of the United States, will establish 
diplomatic relations with the new Polish Provisional 
Government of National Unity and will exchange Am- 
bassadors, by whose reports the respective governments 
will be kept informed regarding the situation in Pol- 
and.” 

It follows that wher the new government is recog- 
nized. diplomatic regcognition will be withdrawn from 
the old government.

BRING BEE SWARMS BACK TO HIVE 

If a swarm of bees is allowed to abscond, the honey crop 
of that colony is also lost, isthe timely reminder to 
Canadian bee-keepers by the Dominion Aplarist, C.B. 
Gooderham. In the handling of natural swarms of bees, he 
says, if the queen’s wings are clipped, she will be unable 
to accompany the swarm when it issues but will be found 
on the ground near the entrance of the hive. She should be 
caught and placed in a small cage or box, and while the 
swarm is still in the air, the old hive should be moved to 
one side and anew one, containing drawn comb or full 
sheets of foundation, put in its place. The cage containing 
the queen is placed at the entrance of the new hive, and as 
soon as the swarm returns, she is released. A queen 
excluder is then placed over the new hive and the supers 
from the old hive set over it. 7 

The parent hive may either be placed on a new stand at 
once, or allowed tostand alongside the new hive for a 
week and then moved. The latter is the better way because 
jtadds tothe stength of the swarm. All cells shoul be 
destroyed in the parent colony immediately after the 
swarm has issued to prevent after-swarming, and a young 
queen Installed. Those who do not care to elip the queen's 
wings, may follow the same procedure of moving the old 
hive, and, after capturing the swarm, housing it in a new 
hive on the old stand. If desirable, the parent colony may 
be broken up into nuclei and each part given a new queen.

Smokers Said Cause Of Greatest 
Number Forest Firés in 1044 

According to statistics released 
by the Dominion Forest Service, 
Ottawa, lightning was a major 
causé of forést fires during 1944, 

The number of forest fires attri- 
buted to this source during the 
yéar i8 set at 846 or 15 per cent of 
all recorded, 

Smokers were givén as the great- 
est single cause of this typé of 
fire and 1077 outbreaks were blam- 
ed eh careless smoking to repre- 


sent 18% of the total number of 
Dush fires. 
In 1944 the number of forest 


fires increased to 5,820 as compar- 
ed 5,542 in 1943, Despite this seem- 
ingly small tucréase in number, fire 
losses to Canadian forests were 
néakcly double the year previous, 
In 1943 total damage was estimat- 
ed at $4,703,504 whereas in 1944 
this hed risen to $7,413,055. It 
should be noied however that ac- 
tual losses are given for the year 
1944 whereas the comparative tig- 
ures used for 1843 are based on a 
ten-year sverage from 1934 to 1943.

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Motorists May Extend 
Tire Life By 40,000 
Miles By Army Method 


OTTAWA, June 28: Canadian 
motorists may extend the life of 
their tires to as much as 40,000 
miles if they adhere to the system 
of tire maintenance now in use by 
the armed forces of the Dominion. 
Through research and deyélopment 
in the field of tire réconditioning 
and care, Canada's Army had 
made tremendous contributions to 
post-war motoring, and all know- 
ledge gained during the war years 
will be made available to the 
motoring public. 


Fleet and truck owners will 
stand to benefit in particular, 
Many of the larger transporation, 
companiés have already patterned 
their tire maintenance schedules 
on the system used by the Army, 
a system that is saving the Do- 
minion thousands upon thousands 
of dollars yearly in addition to 
conserving rubber. = 

Experiments carried out by the 
Directorate of Mechanical Engin- 
eéring, branch of the Master-Gen- 
éral of the Ordnance, in the appli- 
cation of synthetic rubber, and its 


use In prolonging the life of tires 
on both light and heavy duty army 
vehicles, has brought to a high 
degree of perfection the system of 
“racapping’, This must not be 
confused with the now obsolete 
method, formerly employed and re- 
ferred to as retreading. 


The method developed by the 
Army {6 of a revolutionary nature. 
Many experts said that !t was not 
practical, but the Canadian Army, 
through the endeavours of its own 
personnel and working in close 
co-operation with the Rubber In- 
dustry, Department of Munitions 
and Supply and the National Re- 
search Council, has given to the 
tire trade a synthetic rubber or 
“camélback” that has stood up on 
gruelling road tests with amazing 

Although the system of recap- 
ping was limited in use In Canada 
prior to the war, it was introduced 
frenerally by the Army to combat 
the critical rubber situation of the 
war years. Olvilian concerns im- 
mediately showed interest and re- 


specifications, 1s now avatlable to 
motorists in the majority of thé 
largér centres. 

‘The process of recapping motor- 


regults, even on firés that have 
been recapped as often as thrae 
times, 


cycle tires has proven so succesaful 
that they are safély used even at 
high speeds. The durability of 
these tires is comparable to new 
ones and they havé stood up to 
the terrific pounding to which they 
aré subjected, both in tests and in 
combat duty. Many motortycle 
tires are récapped twice and it has 
been ascertained that in many 
casés the origina] mileage has been 
trebled prior to the tire being 
eventually ruled unserviceable. This 
army process has béén accepted by 
industry and is used commercially. 

Vast strides have also been made 
in the repair of tank bogie wheel 
tires. Bogle wheel tirés aré the 
small wheels which support and 
guide the tracks that conyey the 
tanks and closely resemble the 
“Industrial solids” used on baggage 
carriers, cranes and other méthods 
of conveyance utilized by manu- 
facturing concerns.

Tire Life By 40,000 
Miles By Army Method 


OTTAWA, June 28; Ofnadian 
motorists may extend the life of 
their tires to as much as 40,000 
miles if they adhere to the system 
of t{re maintenance now in use by 
the armed forces of the Dominion. 
Through research and devélopment 
Jn the fleld of tire réconditioning 
and care, Canada's Army had 
made tremendous contributions to 
post-war motoring, and all know- 
ledge gained during the war years 


will be made available to the 
motoring public, 
Fleet and truck owners will 


stand to benefit in particular, 
Many of the larger transporation 
companiés have already patterned 
their tire maintenance schedules 
on the system used by the Army, 
a system that is saying the Do- 
Minion thousands upon thousands 
of dollars yearly in addition to 
conserving rubber. 

Experlments carried out by the 
Directorate of Mechanical Engin- 
eéring, branch of the Master-Gen- 
éral of the Ordnance, in the appll- 
cation of synthetic rubber, and its 


use in prolonging the life of tires 
on both light and heavy duty army 
yehicles, has brought to a high 
degree of perfection the system of 
“recapping”. ‘This must not be 
confused with the now obsolete 
method, formerly employed and re- 
ferred to as retreading. 


The method developed by the 
Army is of a revolutionary nature. 
Many experts said that it was not 
practical, but the Canadian Army, 
through the endeavours of its own 
personne) and working in close 
co-operation with the Rubber In- 
dustry, Department of Munitions 
and Supply and the National Re- 
search Council, has glyen to the 
tire trade a synthetic rubber or 
“oamélback"” that has stood up on 
gruelling road tests with amazing 

Although the system of recap- 
ping was limited in use in Canada 
prior to the war, it was introduced 
frenerally by the Army to combat 
the critical rubber situation of the 
war years. Civilian concerns im- 
mediately showed interest and re- 


specifications, 1s now available to 
motorists in the majority of the 
larger centres. 
The process of recapping motor- 
Tesults, even on tirés that have 
been recapped as often as thrée 
times, 
cycle tires has proven so successful 
that they are safely used even at 
high speeds. The durability of 
these tires is comparable to new 
ones and they hayé stood up to 
the terrific pounding to which they 
Aré subjected, both in tests and in 
combat dity. Many motorcycle 
tires are récapped twice and it has 
been ascertained that in many 
casés the original mileage has been 
trebled prior to the tire being 
eventually ruled unserviceable, This 
army process has béén accepted by 
industry and 1s used commercially. 
Vast strides have also been made 
in the repair of tank bogie wheel 
tires. Bogle wheel tirés aré the 
small wheels which support and 
guide the tracks that conyey the 
tanks and closély resemble the 
“Industrial solids” used on baggage 
carriers, cranes and othér méthods 
of conveyance utilized by manu- 
facturing concerns.

CONTINENTAL EUROPE 
NEEDS FOOD IMPORTS 

The outlook for local food supplies and require- 
ments in Continental Europe, according to the recent 
report issued hy the Office of Foreign Agricultural Re- 
lations, deiinitely indicates a large import need for the 
remaining month (July) of the current consumption 
year (August 1, 1944 to July 31, 1945) and for the sub- 
sequent twelve months. The United Nations, states the 
report, face a situation which holds no prospect of im- 
provenient. Continental Europe's supply of food from 
domestic sources in the consumption year 1945-46 will 
be the smallest since the outbreak of war. The decline 
from the 1944-45 level may amount from 5 to 10 per cent 
for the Continent as a whole, But total supplies do not 
tel! the whole story--distribution is equally important. 

In view of these circumstances, especially the pros- 
pective decline in the production of food for the con- 
sumption year 1945-46 and a net deterioration in the 
effectiveness of azricultural and distribution controls, 
import requirements for a liberated Continental Europe 
will. be large. Considering these requirements, not in 
terms of probable effective demand or availability of 
supplies and shipping but only in terms of the quantity 
necessary to bring about some improvement in liberated 
countries and prevent large-scale starvation in enemy 
countries, a total of about 12 million short tons of food 
would be needed for the Continent in 1945-46, This 
to!al could consist largely of wheat but should also in- 
elude substantial quantities of fats and animal-protein 
foods as well as sugar.

sugar to four quarts of finished 
fruit. This makes a medium-thin 
syrup averaging about one-half 
cup of sugar for every quart of 
fruit. Sour fruit may take more, 
sweet fruits less, If you'want to 
stretch your canning sugar with 
corn syrup or honey, it can be 
done. ‘ Corn syrup may replace up 
to one-third the sugar, honey up 
to one-half. Don’t; use molasses, 
for its flayour is stronger than 
that of fruit, gives it a dark, un- 
attractive color and may. cause 
spoilage. It is also undesirable to 
use brown sugar instead~of white 
for canning, for the same reason 
it’s inadylsable to use molasses. 


One can dry fruit if there is: no 
sugar left in the bin, but you have 
to get instructions of ‘the Dept. of

OLDEST FORAGE PLANT IN WORLD 

Alfalfa has been grown in Persia (Iran) from time 
immernorial and is perhaps the oldest forage plant in 
the world. It was brought from Persia to Greece in 500 
B.C., and has since spread all over the hemispheres. It 
was intreduced into Spain by the Arabs’in the 7th cent- 
ury A.D. Most authorities agree that the name alfalfa is 
a Spanish version of the Arabian word Alfasfacah, which 
means “the best sort of fodder”. Other scholars attribute 
the origin of the name to the Arabian word Al-chelfa. 
meaning “that which grows after something else” and 
is a name generally applied to plants which thrive after 
the spring growth has disappeared. That would signify 
the ability of the plant to grow during the hot summer, 
or perhaps it might refer to the plant’s power of produc- 
ing many crops during @ season. However, 't is generally 
consiciercd that the Alfacfacah derivative is the correct 
one, because in the 15th century the Spanish Alfalfa was 
identified with the Arabian Alfacfacah by Fray Pedro de 
Alcala, a prominent specialist in the Arabian language. 

In Europe, alfalfa is always called Lucerne. The origin 
of this word is uncertain. It has nothing to do with the 
Swiss state of that name, because the plant was used 
long before the plant was known in Switzerland Nor is it 
likely that the name Lucerne as applied to alfalfa was 
derived from the Lucerna valley in northern Italy. There 
was another old Spanish name for alfalfa, namely 
Userdas, which authorities think may possibly be iden‘- 
ical with the name Louzerdo, used in southern France. 
More than likely the name Lucerne comes from lucerno, 
which is an cld Provencial word. ‘

INTERESTING FACTS ON MILK PRODUCTION 

In analysing the various uses made of milk production 
some interesting facts are revealed. On farms in 1944 
a total of 17,604,826,000 pounds of milk was produced, 
Pepresenung a gain of about 86,000,000 pounds over the 
1943 production. Fluid sales increased nearly 6 per cent, 
while practically no change was shown in the quantity 
consumed in farm homes. More milk was fed to live 
stock, however, giving an increase of nearly 4 per cent in 
the tote] milk used for these purposes. Factory produc- 
fen showed very little change from 1943 (a reduction of 
i per cent) but the quantity used for creamery butter 

eclined over 4 per cent as against an 8 per cent in- 
crease in the amount used for creamery cheese 
_ Relating the various uses of milk to the total quant- 
ity produced, it will be found that the situation has be- 
come more or less stabilized and does not in any case 
show a radical change from the year before. For example 
nearly 33% per cent was used in the production of all 
dairy products made on the farms and factories in 1944 
compared with 44% per cent in 1943. This decrease was 
due to the jesser quantities used in the production of 
creamery butte: which required 2 per cent less milk than 
ees ee es year.

EMPLOYMENT SERVICE 
_, Anything that affects the Canadian 
living is sharply reflected in farming conte, 3 
that the prompt enactment of the Unemployment In- 
surance Act, after the consent of the provinces had been 
ohtalned, was an important step taken in the Dominion 
during the war. It embraces all phases, and, perhaps, 
more important even than the benefits to be paid is the 
fact that the Act enabled the Dominion to set up its 
first. comprehensive national employment agency sys- 
tem, which now contains an experienced staff. moving 
towards sharp improvement in preventing unemploy- 
mcns by anticipating the need for workers. where they 
are wanted on farms, in industry, and in office. 

In an economy such as Canada’s with a great agri- 
cultural branch and a great industrial branch, mobility 
of manpower is imperative. When the activity of one 
branch slackens, another will require men and women. 
It is here that the employment system will work its 
greatest good. Through the experience gained in war, 
jt will be able to anticipate employment needs. Every 
employment office will know every day where jobs are 
available aad wheie men are available for jobs. It will 
be able to place men and women in employment more 
quickly than ever hefore,. just as it will be able to find 
workers for jobs with greater facility. Neither was 
possible under ihe old provincial systems. 

In the beginning, many persons felt that the main 
function of the commission would be to pay out un- 
employment benefits. Today, it is recognized that its 
employment, service, because of its positive approach to 
the problem of unemployment, will be more important. 
By getting workers into jobs quickly it will add to 
mational efficiency, and will reduce the effect of un- 
employment upon the Candian standard of living.

Within thrée to five years after 
men and matérinis again become 
available, Thé Bell Telephone 
Company of Canada plans to spend 
almost $10,000,000 to extend rural 
telephone setyice to some 20,000 
more rural dwellings in Ontario and 
Quobec, according to an article in 
the current issue of “The Blue 
Bell”, monthly magazine for Bell 
Telephone employees, 

This sum covers reconstruction, 
thé provision of fncilitiés to serve 
thosé whose applications have had 
to be deferred because of wartime 
shortages and unexpressed demand, 
and new construction to take care 
of expected growth beyond present 
pole lines. It will inyolve the 
erection of some 2,600 miles of new 
pole line and 20,000 additional miles 
of circuit. 

It does not cover the cost of con- 
verting rural changes to the same 
system as that in large cities, and 
other service improvements which 
will help the company make its 
contribution to the postwar object- 
{ve of full employment, 

Further studies are still being 
made to find out what people in 
rural areas think about télephone 
service and what they want. On this 
sound basis of fact, still more ex- 
tensive plans may be developed. 

Providing high quality telephone 
service at a cost the farmer is able 
to pay is by no means an easy task 
the article states. It is estimated 
that about 80 per cent of all rural 
families in the Bell Company's 
territory are located either along 
existing lines or near enough to 
them so that service can be provid- 
éd without a special construction 
charge. Yet at the present time only 
38 per cent of rural dwellings have 
service. Full advantage is being

In addition to extending the 
scope of rural service, the Bell 
Company plans to continue its 
policy of continued improvement in 
quality. In the 10 years following 
the war, it is expected that more 
than 100 rural exchangés will be 
convertéd to dial operation. This 
will permit the installation of the 
latest arid most efficient types of 
telephone sets, which will be more 
convenient to use than the present 
ones, and will afford clearer trans- 
mission. 

As materials become available, 
the number of parties per rural 
line will be steadily reducéd, and 
the type of ringing provided where- 
by a subscriber hears the ring for 
only half of the other parties on his 
line. 

“The Bell Company has long 
given advice as to the operation of 
lines maintained by the farmers 
themselves,” the article concludes. 
“Such help will bé increased after 
the war, ranging from advice on 
how such a group should handle 
collections, financing and other 
management problems, to the very 
fmportant {tem of how to give 
desirable service.”

More than $4,000 worth of prop- 
erty damage was caused in Wed- 
nésday night's rioting, although no 
one was injured. 
At least one rioter was hurt last 
night, however, when he led a group 
of soldiers into a liquor store and 
began helping himself to beer and 
whiskey. 
A Canadian M.P. struck him ov- 
er the head with a bottle and the 
man fled, with blood streaming 
down his face, 
A Canadian officer addressed oné 
large group of rioters outside the 
town police station, appealing to 
them to return to their barracks 
because “you're only giving us a 
bad name,’ 
At one point, two fire engines 
were driven through the town with 
bells clanging and sirens screaming 
in a vain attempt to clear the streets 
Shortly after midnight, the rioters 
returned voluntarily to their bar- 
racks and the town quieted down.

St. Catherines, Ontario, July 9, 
(BUP)--Willlam “Red” Hill, 34- 
year old son of the late William 
“Red” Hill Senfor, succeeded to- 
day in negotiating . the Whirlpool 
Rapids below. Niagara Falls in a 
steel barrel. 
A crowd estimated at several 
tuindréd thousand people saw Hill 
‘perform the stunt that his father 
had performed twice before him. 
And to lend added interest to the 
performance, Hill went through 
with. the feat despite every effort 
made by the authorities to stop 
him. 

Hill was to have started off in 
his barrel towed by 2 boat at the 
Maid of the Mist Landing on the 


Canadian side just below the Falls.

Somehow, however, 
to get his barrel down the cliff op: 


posite Queen Street in the centre 
of Niagara Falls city, and so start- 


ed on his way unmolested.

“ASBESTOS— MAGIC MINERAL” 


By Paul Gormley 


For hundreds of years mankind 
has existed in greater safety and 


comfort because of asbestos. Still, 
even today, 
mystifying 
to resist Weather, wear and parti- 
cularly fire and heat. 


of asbestos in their temples and 
wrapped their dead 
cremation cloths, though 
Polo saw the great Kubla Khan 
use {tin Tartary, and Charlemagne 
dressed his feast tables in asbestos 
cloths, we are intrigued when a 
sailor, dressed in ‘an all-covering 
suit of asbestos, walks unconcern- 
edly into sheets of flame to rescue 
an airman from a burning plane 
on an aircraft carrier’s flight 
deck. 


Canadians are particularly in- 
terested in asbestos since Canada 
produces more than 70 per cent of 
the world’s supply of the “magic 
mineral", and the largest operating 
asbestos mine in the world is lo- 
cated in Quebec's Eastern Town- 
ships, at Asbestos, Que. Composed 
of fibres tough enough to dull a 
knife yet soft enough to be fluffed 
into silk-smooth maszes with the 
fingernail, asbestos was discovered 
in Quebec in the '70s, near Dan- 
ville, the area from whence comes 
the Dominion's world-leading pro- 
duction Authorities today expect 
the Quebec deposits to last more 
than 150 years. 


The principal method of procur- 
ing asbestos is not really mining, 
but quarrying, the huge “mine” at 
Asbestos being nearly a mile 
across from rim to rim and sky- 
scraper deep at the centre, Asbes- 
tos is also-procured from regular 
mines, some of them more’ than 
1,600 feet deep. In both systems, 
the rock is blasted loose with dy- 
namite, giant shovels (in the pits) 
or chutes (in the mines) load it 
into cars which carry it to the 
surface mills for crushing, The 
fibre is removed from the rock, 
cleaned, sorted and processed into 
a wide variety of articles, includ- 
ing fireproof clothing, buliding and 
electrical insulation, acoustical 
materials, brake linings, wallboard, 
gaskets, packing, shingles, .floor- 
ing, paper, filtres, clutch facings, 
frcition materials, cement, con- 
duits, sewer and water pipes, etc. 

Fibres more than % of an inch 
long are called “crude” and are 
highly valued for spinning or 
weaving. “Crude” asbestos is ham- 
mered, by‘hand with ‘“cobbing” 
hammers, to separate it from the 
rock. Often this is done right in 
the pit. 


Asbestos-mine ~ communities are 
usually covered with the fine dust 
that flies from the mills and build- 
{ngs become naturally insulated 
against summer heat and winter 
cold. In some places, however, 
dust-contro] has eliminated that. 

Asbestos miners and manufac- 
turers are constantly conducting 
exhaustive research by which the. 
uses of the “magic mineral” (and 
it ts a true mineral, not: just fos- 
silized wood or vegetable) can be 
further advanced expanded.

ILL MISSING 
LINER’S WRECKAGE 


Sarnia, Ontario, July 18 (BUP)-- 
Fourleen persons are in Sarnia 
General Hospital with injuries 
running from serious to critical 
and an unidentified child is still 
unaccounted for in the burning of 
the steemship Hamonic yesterday. 
Scores of other persons are suffer- 
ing from slight burns. 

The Mamonic, one of the finest 
equipped luxury liners on the Great 
Lakes, burned at Pt. Edward yes- 
terday, in a blaze which saw pro- 
|perty damage estimated at two- 
million dollars, 

Last night officials denied that 

four persons were still missing in 
wreckage of the gutted liner, but a 
Fort William nurse who was aboard | 
the ship reported a small boy as 
missing. 
The nurse, Miss Dorothy Bure, 
Said the small boy disappeared 
when she herself fell into the 
river. She had been trying to carry 
him down a rope to safety. 

Meanwhile citizens of Sarnia, 
just three miles south of the accl- 
dent scene, last night were offi- 
cially called upon by Mayor Carlyle 
Hipple to throw their homes open 
to victims of the blaze. 

The fire which destroyed the 
Hamonic and gutted shore installa- 
tions is believed to have broken 
out from a gasoline engine on a 
generator used for recharging the 
batteries of a fleet of trucks. The 
flames swept through the freight 
shed and leaped to the liner which 
was docked nearby. 

While Canadian officials have as 
yet announced no action to be 
taken, an official United States 
enquiry into the accident has al- 
ready been promised.

PLANS TO BUILD HUGE 
PRODUCE MARKET 

_, All who are engaged in marketing of food products 
will no doubt watch with interest the latest enterprise 
in New York City, where the largest produce market in 
the world is to be established. The plans have been 
made public by the consulting engineers and funds have 
been earmarked for a vast undertaking that it is esti- 
mated will cost $42,000,000. The market will cover an 
area of 57 acres. It will be New York's post-war whole- 
sale produce market. 

Of the 57 acres of this new market, 34 acres will be 
covered by buildings, the remaining acres by streets and 
parking lots. A huge auction and sales floor, 1,420 feet 
long, will be in an enclosed building which will extend 
out over the waterfront, and so huge will this space be 
that 40 float cars will be able to tie up simultaneously, 
Connected with the sales floor will be five three-storey 
buildings for wholestale stores, and three one-storey 
platforms for handling direct outgoing deliveries, 

Facilities for handling 172.000 carloads of produce 
and fresh fruits annually will be provided with allow- 
ance for as many as 1,132 cars on a peak day. In 1940, 
the last normal year, the present market handled 142,- 
916 carloads, with the heaviest business for a single day 
reaching 1,011 carloads. 

To avoid possibility of crowding, streets between 
buildings will be 110 feet wide, so that trucks may back 
up the platforms on both sdes and at the same time 
allow two lanes of traffic to move between them, Ten 
acres of parking space will be provided, an upper deck 
parking field to be connected with the West-end elevat- 
ed highway. Storage and office space will be on the 
second and third floors of the wholesale store building, 
and there will be refrigerating and conditioning facili- 
ties.

Noted Orono 
Editor Dies 


William Loe Smith, 89, editor and 
writer, who died Sunday at his 
summer home at Brooklin was 
buried Tuesday afternoon at Orono, 
At his request only Masonic service 
at the graveside was held.

wrote. This book although out of 
print, became a historical record o¢ 
the early days in Ontarlo, 

While editor of the Farmers Sun, 
Mr. Smith was one of the organizers 
of the United Farmers of Ontario, a 
political movement to be associated 
with improving agriculture in On- 
tarlo. He became, however, one of 
the early critics of the U.P.O goy- 
ernment, 

Previous to the last war, he moved 
to Orono and planted a substantial 
portion of his farm in Scotvh and 
red pine. Later Orono became trs- 


site of government reforestration 
projects. In recent yenrs, as an 
agricultural authority, during the 


spring and fall he visited western 
Canada to write crop articals for 
Toronto newspapers.

To Sunburn 


Chicago, July 16--If Bossie, the 
cow, chomps the wrong kind of 
clover or buckwheat, she may’ get 
sunburned. 

That was the report of the Ameri- 
can Veterinary Medical Association, 
whose daily cattle committee said 
to-day that when cattle eat, some 
types of clover or buckwheat a 
change in the body cells is produ- 
ced, making the animals yery sen- 
sitive to light. . 
“The nose, nostrils and eyes will 
blister when exposed to light, and 
if the animals have white spots on 
their hides these portions will blis- 
ter als,” the committee sald. 
Veterinarians treat the condition 
by applying a lampblack ointment 
to the affected parts.

TUBERCULOSIS RATE 
HIGH IN GREENLAND 


Tuberculosis is a major public health problem in 
Greenland, but venereal diseases are well controlled it 
is reported in an item ina recent issue of “Public Health 
Reports’’—published by the U.S. Public Health Service. 

Tuberculosis has existed in Greenland, as in Ice- 
land, for centuries, and it is suggested that the high 
incidence among the Eskimos probably is partly due to 
a constitutional racial weakness; but doubtless other 
factors, such as overcrowding in family living quarters, 
are also important in favoring the spread of the infec- 
tion. 

The annual death rate is estimated at approxim- 
ately 550 per 100,000, about 10 times the Canadian 
tuberculosis death rate. ; 

However, the report notes that conditions with re- 
spect to TB control are much better than in previous 

ears. 

> On the other hand, syphilis does not exist among 
the natives due to strict regulations governing visitors. 
The report says a few cases of gonorrhea are reported 
scattered along the coast but the disease is not a serious 
health preblem. The natives are co-operative in seek- 
ing treétment. 


NORWEGIANS STILL MENACED 


Although peace now reigns in Norway, all is not 
serene and the following submitted by the Royal Nor- 
wegian Information Service gives some idea of the peril 
in which Norwegians live as a result of Nazi treachery 
in this land. 3 : 

Although all Germans are now concentrated in the 
previously fived “reserve areas” and 182,900 have al- 
ready been disarmed, it will be many months, possibly 
years, before Norwegians are safe from Nazi treachery. 
Allied Headqurters in Norway reveals that the Norwe- 
gian coastal waters and mainland have been literally 
sown with mines. A conservative estimate places the 
number of land mines alone at over 1,250,000, of which 
121,000 are located in eastern Norway. German .sap- 
pers, supervised by the Allies, have already removed 
248,000 at’ the cost of 60 dead and over 100 wounded. 
Despite the day and night operations of Norwegian and 
British mine sweepers, coastal waters will be indefinite- 
ly threatened by drifting mines. A single day’s sweep 
along the short coastal stretch between Lista and Sta- 
vanger revealed’ 98 live Nazi mines. Even though the 
Allies now have complete information on the size and 
extent of these mine fields, many months must pass 
before Norwegian coastal waters will be safe from drift- 
ing mines. : 

The delicacy of these operations is driven: home by 
a recent report from Stavanger. German sappers, who 
were disposing of mines in that area, usually detonated 


them in groups of ten. One day, however, 2 whole mine’- 


field nearly three quarters of a mile in length was acci- 
dentally exploded, and the blast of over 500 mines dam- 
aged buildings for hundreds of yards around. 

Although there were no casualties here, another 
report from Aakvik in North Norway tells of a similar 
occurrence where the circumstances were less fortun- 
ate. There hundrd and fifty anti-tank mines, which 


were stored on a quay, suddenly blew up, destroying the ‘ 


quay: three wharfs and severely damagin six boats: 
Though most of the population was gathered at a meet- 
ing some distance from the explosion one Norwegian 
and six Germans were killed. 


BELGIUM SINCE LIBERATION 

The issue of King Leopold III’s return to the Bel- 
gian throne, although by no means of such pressing 
importance as the economic crisis in Belgium, has pro- 
vided the most spectacular news from that country 
since its liberation last September. 

Leopold’s opponents, critical of his surrender to 
the Germans in 1940 and his alleged German sym- 
pathies, are demanding his abdication. The matter is. 
not of deep constitutional importance, since there is 
no question of abolishing the monarchy. The King’s 
abdication would leave Prince Charles in the regency 
until Prince Baudouin, Leopold's son, comes of age in 
three years, The opposition to the King forms a part, 
whether properly or not, of the general attack on colla- 
boration. 

The Socialist Prime Minister, Achille van Acker, 
and his cabinet, resigned on June 16th. but agreed to 
carry on until Leopold’s actual entry into Belgium. 
From that point the King would be responsible for form- 
ing a cabinet. Since the Socialist, Liberal and Com- 
munist Parties have signified their reluctance to serve 
under Leopold, he would be left with the support of the 
Catholic Party alone. This party, since the 1939 elec- 
tions, has held a slight plurality in both houses of the 
Belgian Parliament. Without other support a govern- 
ment could not stand. Under these conditions, Leopold 
has not been able to find ministers willing to form a 
cabinet. He has’ held recent discussions in Salzburg 
with legal experts, presumably arranging details for his 
abdication. There had been suggestions of a general 
election to resolve the difficulty, but the deterioration 
of the voting machinery during the German occupa- 
tion, and the absence of many voters in German labour 
camps make this course unlikely.

He must make his own peace, 
as best he can or, as so often happens, die from grief. 

_- Take the case of “Woodsie”, a small dog that loved 
his young owner so deeply that he would not live with- 
out him. When the little boy died after a severe burn- 
ing, the dog simply lost the will to exist. He would not 
touch food, and in just two hours, followed the child 
into the Great Beyond. E

Tips For Refrigeration 

The Department of Agriculture 
says it’s wise to review the way 
foods’ should be properly stored in 
the home, now that the hot wea- 
ther is here. Like the navy's ice- 
box, meats. poultry, and fish should ; 
get priorities on cold spots in your 
refrigerator. It's a good idea to 
wrap meat and poultry loosely in 
paper and of course, you want to 
wrap or cover fish so that other 
foods won't absorb the fish odor. 
Milk and eggs need to be kept cold 
and’ covered, too, Frozen foods 
may “have reserved quarters in their 
own! boxes. Make certain that the 
temperature is low enough to keep 
them frozen until you're ready’ to 
use them, Probably, frésh veget- 
ables are the food that we mistreat 
the most as far as refrigeration 1s 
concernet, If you have a ‘victory, 
garden you want to use the yeget- 
ables as soon as you can from the 
time they are picked--to get the 
most good out of them. But if you 
have to buy salad and cooking 
greens ahead of time, be consider- 
ate of thelr flavor and vitamin 
content. To care for them proper- 
ly, give greens a cleansing shower 
and drain them. Then pile them 
loosely in a vegetable pan or bag 
in’ the refrigerator. Often at this 
time of the year housewives will 
find that it pays her to have two 
vegetable crispers on hand for the 
overflow.

‘TRIBUTE TO THE 
INDIAN ARMY 


Japanese counter-atlacks enst of 
Pegu in the bend of the Sittang 
River, and 100 miles further north. 
on the road between Toungoo and 
the Siam border, have been more 
determined than any they have 
made for weeks past. The Japanese 
are trying to establish a coherent 
defense line in lower Burma be- 
tween the Sittang and Salween 
Rivers to cover the approaches to 
Siam and Indo-China. 

The enemy have been aided by 
the monsoon which still dominates 
operations, but there has been no 
pause in the steady advance by the 
14th Army, ar in the mopping-up 
operations which are being carried 
out behind the front. 

There are at least two months 
more of wet wenther before the 
monsoon blows itself out. During 
this period the moyement and 
supply of large forces will be im- 
possible. The operations of the 
British and Indian columns fight- 
in the moutains and the swamps 
are, to be a great extent, in pre- 
paration for what is to come. 
During the monsoon season last 
year the 14fh Army prepared the 
way for the rapid advance it made 
as soon as better conditions made 
possible the full use of heavy equip- 
ment, armour and air power. This 
year the newly formed 12th Army 
will join the 14th Army in future 
operations and new forces are 
being built up and preparations 
made for their deployment on a 
greater scale than any yet in 
Sotheast Asia. —— 


General Slim, Commander of the 
British 14th Army, who is on a 
visit to London, paid a high tri- 
bute to Indian troops when he 
said: “Nothing that I can say 
about them could be adequate to 
express my, admiration for the part 
they have played in the campaign. 
Two-third of the fighting troops of 
the 14th Army. belong to the 
Indian Army, and of the Admin- 
ristrative troops, a very high pro- 
portion, somewhere in the neigh~ 
borhood of 80 percent, are Indian.” 
The nine Indian Divisions that 
have ‘played a prominent part in 
the Burma campaign are only a 
part of the many Indian Divisions 
that have been fighting*in various 
parts of Africa, the Middle East, 
the Mediterranean Theatre, and 
in Ttaly, since the summer of 1940. 
The three Indian’ Divisions in 
Italy earned high pralse from Gen- 
eral Clark, as they have from 
every commander under whom 
they have served. 

The total number of Indian Di- 
visions that have fought in this 
war has not been disclosed, conse- 
quently it is impossible to asses the 
numbers of British and Indian 
soldiers which form the Indian 
Divisions who have been engaged 
with the enemy in the fleld. In 
nearly five years of war replace- 
ments for losses in action have 
been heayy. Casualties in the 4th 
Indian Division, up to the winter 
of 1942, before the Tunisian’ cam- 
paign started, had reached 100 
percent. Since then this Division 
has been with the 8th Army and 
was In action in Italy up to the 
time of the German surrender. 
Casualties In many other Indian 
Divisions have also been high,

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STORY OF HIGH SEAS

OTTAWA, July 14 (Special)-The 


Royal Canadian Nayy today un- 
folded a story of higkseas adven- 
ture of Canada’s war at sen as it 
permitted for the first time, dis- 
closure of details in connéction 
with the destruction of a German 
submarine in the North Altantic 
more than a year ago. 


Salient facts of the U-boat 
sinking, previously announced, 
made no mention of the efforts of 
three Canadian warships to land 
boarding parties on the shell-bat- 
tered sub and “bring it back 
alive’. That experience for crew- 
men of H.M.C.S. Chilliwack, H.M. 
CS. Fennel and H.M.CS. St, Cath- 
erlnes encompassed these inci- 
dents 


A trapped U-boat, kept down for 
many hours, surfacing to fight it 
out and rendered helpless by a 
hall of gunfire that killed her 
captain in his tracks. 
A signalman from Winnipeg, who 
had never fired an Oerlikon, scor- 
ing hit after hit on the sub’s 
conning towner; Jater landing with 
a boarding party and hoisting the 
White Ensign. 

The whaler crew of Chilliwack, 
stranded on the sinking U-boat 
when their whaler was swamped, 
forced to leap into the sea to 
escape. 

The capsizing of St. Catherine's 
whaler just as it reached the U- 
boat, with three of its crew being 
pitched onto the sub’s decck and 
the others into the sea, 

H.M.C.S. Fennel’s Whaler cant- 
ing as {t touched the water and 
spilling its crew into the water. 

The rescue of friend and foe 
alike by boat crews from the Cana- 
dian destroyer Chaudiere, which 
managed to lower a motorboat and 
whaler, Not one Canadian lost 
his life; in addition, 39 Nazis were 
saved. 

The action started when H.M.C. 
S. Gatineau, about to leave the 
convoy because of a distiller defect, 
obtained an underwater contact 
which her commanding officer, 
Lieut. Cmdr. H. V. W. Groos, 
RON, of Victoria, B.C,, was con- 
fident was a German submarine. 
A moment later the wake of a 
torpedo was seen close to Gatin- 
eau. Depth charge attacks were 
carried out by Gatineau, Fennel, 
Chilliwack and St. Catherines. 
First to spot the sub when it 
surfaced, first to open fire and 
score shattering hits, and first to 
land a boarding party, Chilliwack, 
one of Canada’s oldest corvettes, 
played a leading role in the at- 
tack. 
Her captain, Lieut. Cmdr. Tony 
Coughlin, of Ottawa, later killed 
{n an accident at sea, was stand- 
ing in the bridge chatting with 

Lieut. Tim Dunn, RONYR, of Que- 
bec City, when the U-boat broke 
to water dead ahead. 


“Man that ruddy Oerlikon!” 
Lieut. Omdr. Coughlin yelled to 
Signalman Jack Starr, a Winnt- 


pegger. 

“IT had never fired an Oerlikon,” 
Starr grinned, “but I leaped to the 
port bridge gun and fired it like 
hell. It was easy to handle and 
IT could see my bursts right on the 
conning tower.’ 

Starr's deadly sniping, the hail 
o* gunfire from other Oerlikons, 
four-inchers and pom-poms mow- 
ed the Nazis down as they tried to 
reach thelr guns. When a regular 
gunner took over from Starr, the 
signalman grabbed a Lanchester 
rifle and continued to pump lead 
at the U-boat until he heard 
“Whaler away’ piped. 

A member of Chilliwack’s boat 
crew, Starr threw down his rifle, 
grabbed a White Ensign from the 
bunting locker and lenped into 
the whaler. Lieut. Dunn was in 
charge. The sea had risen con- 
siderably and it was almost {m- 
possible to get the whaler along- 
side the U-boat. 

“We got close,” Lieut. Dunn 
said, “so Sub, Lieut. Tom Atherton 
of Parry Sound, Ont. and two 
men took a chance and leaped on 
board. The sea pushed us back 
but we got close again and a se- 
cond batch jumped onto the sub, 
On our third try the whaler 
Swamped and we had to jump in 


the water and swim toward the 
U-boat." 
Meanwhile, Sub-Lieut. Atherton

They could see Chaudiere’s motor- 
boat. and whalér picking up sur- 
vivors. Finally it headed toward 
them. When it pulled up some 30 
feet awey, Lieut. Dunn told the 
men to jump and swim for it. “The 
two Nazis asked me if they could 
come along,” he said.

ANSWERS STEER CLAIM 

In answer to the assertion made 
at the meeting by Joseph MoCurdy, 
a commission broker, that not one 
bid had been made on 25 carloads 
of steers at the Toronto stockyards 
this week, Mr. Gordon declared 
that this was “misleading”. 

“The facts are that the stéers in 
question were feeder type, which 
are returned to farms for furthér 
feeding,” he sald. “Undér any con- 
ditions, such steers do not mové as 
rapidly as animals “intended for 
slaughter. There were 5,600 ant- 
mals recelyed at the Toronty stock-\ 
yards this week, and this included 
1,600 of the feeder tpye.

parently control the British Match 
Corporation, the Japanese match 
production.” 

In carrying out the cartel agree_ 
ment with the Swedish Company, 
said the report, Diamond agreed to 
ceasé production in its plant as Sa- 
vannah Ga,, to restrict production 
at Barberton, Ohio, and to limit to 
not more than 20 per cent of ca- 
pacity four other plants. 

“It ds yéry eyident from research 
made in the match industry that it 
is perhaps one of the most highly 
monopolized industries in the United 
States,” the report said. “In fact, it 
far exceeds a monopoly and is de- 
finitely one of the world’s largest, 
cartel arrangements.”

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114 Persons Convicted On 
Selective Service Counts 


A total of 114 pérsons were con- 
viotéd during May, 1645, of failing 
td domply with National Seléctive 
Sérvicé Civillan Regulations accor- 
ding to a statement issuéa today 
by Arthur MacNamara, Diréctor 
of National Selective Service. Pro- 
seculions wéré commienced in 163 
dadés, as against 129 prosécutions 
in April when 68 convictions were 
secured, 

THé May convictions included 10 
against éniployers, most of whom 
were found guilty of éngaging 
workers without pérmits. Of 83 
émployees convicted, the majority 
were charged with leaving émploy- 
ment without giving notice of sep- 
aratién, failing to accept high 
priority work when réferred by a 
Selective Service Officer, and leay- 
ing employment to which they had 
béen compulsorily directed by 
Selettive Service. 

As the suspension of Army call- 
ups from May 7th terminated dir- 
éctives to conscientious objéctors 
to report to an Altérnativé Service 
Work Camp, few of thé 21 con- 


scléntious objectors convicted in 
May wéré ,chargéd with failure to 
report to a camp, Charges dealt 
mostly with breaches of camp dis- 
cipliné by consclentlous objectors, 

At June Ist, a total of 260 cases 
wore still pending, 34 boing charges 
against employérs, 151 Against am- 
ployees and 65 against consclen- 
tious objectors. This répreseiits a 
slight {ncreasé ovér the end of the 
prévious month in cases pending. 


From August, 1942, when prose- 
éutions were first’ undértaken 
undér National Selective Service 
Civilian Regulations, to June 1st, 
1945, a total of 2,341 charges have 
been laid, Thére have been 1,650 
conyictions to date, 46 acquittals 
and 395 casés not proceédéd with, 
And 230 cases not yet disposed of. 
‘Up to April 1st, 1845, a total of 
45,293 cases of réportéd contraven- 
tions of the Régulations had been 
investigated by Seléctive Sérvice. 
Most cases have beén adjusted 
without the necessity of prosecu- 
tion.

LONDON, July 13--Special--The 
“Empress of Asia’, second of the 
great white Empress ships of the 
Canadian Pacific fleet to be de- 
stroyed In this war by enemy ac- 
tion, survived one day's bombing 
attacks by 27 Jap planes south of 
Singapore, but was gutted by fire 
the next day when the air attacks 
were renewed, Fighting back game- 
ly her gun crews brought down 
two of the Jap attackers before 
the flames forced abandonment of 
the ship. The first attack was on 
February 4, 1942. 


Carrying over 2,000 British troops 
to Singapore, the Empress of Asia 
was in the narrow waters of Banka 
Straits, off Sumatra, when 27 Jap 
bombers attacked. Being the last 
in line. the , Asia came in for a 
severe attack, but her luck held 
that day and she escaped any 
direct hits. Parts of exploded 
bombs came aboard, damaging life- 
boats.and deck planking. These 
parts, when examined, proved to be 
smeared with oil, indicating them 
to be of incendiary nature. Expect- 
ing,a rgnewal of the attacks, the 
ship's officers once more checked 
over their fire-fighting equipment 
and prepared for the return of the 
Jap bombers. 


Hit in Three Places 
Twenty-four hours later, they 
returned. Unfortunately for. the 
Asia, she was*{n a mined channel, 
approaching Sultan Shoal, only 
about 16 miles from Keppel Har- 
bour, at Singapore. But she was 
slowed down to take on the pilot, 
and the Jap formation plastered 
her with incendiary bombs from as 
low as 200 feet. She was hit al- 
most. simultaneous)y in three sep- 
arate places--forward -of No, 1 
funnel, through the lounge dome, 
and. aft. These bombs plunged 
through all the decks down to the 
fan flats in the bowels of the ship. 
Fires. started; hoses, previously 
connected and ready for service 
were turned on--but no water 
came, The terrific concussion of 
the explosions had knocked out all 
the water mains. 

The flames roared through the 
stricken. Asia, isolating the forward 
and,-aft parts.of the ship, but so 
effective was the remoyal and at- 
tention given to casualties that the. 
loss of life, in the end, remained 
comparatively small. But even as 
the casualties were being lowered 
over the sides to. waiting. lifeboats, 
the gunners had to contend with 
low-level dive bomb attacks, 

Ship Abandoned 

‘With the flames out of control, 
Capt, J. B. Smith ordered the 
ship anchored fore and aft, and 
evacuation of troops and crew pro- 
ceeded in orderly fashion, The 
bridge was now in flames, Captain 
Smith burned and skinned his 
hands badly, The 2nd officer broke 
his ankle while jumping to the 
forward end of the promenade 
deqk.. But an-hour and a half after 
the attack started, the ship was 
finally abandoned, the -captain, 
chief officer and officer command- 
ing. troops being the last to. leave. 

Two hours later, Captain Smith 
returned with his chief officer and 
a fire crew, but a breeze had come 
up, the fire burned more fiercely 
and. the ship could not be ap- 
proached, Meantime, the members 
of the crew were given refuge in 
Singapore, 

But that refuge was a precarious 
one, The Jap drive for the British 
bastion grew in intensity, Casual- 
tles were oxertaxing the abilities 
of. the Singapore medical staff. On 
Frebruary 9, the entire catering 
staff of the Empress, numbering 
some 150 men, were taken over by 
the Medical Service for hospital 


work in. Singapore, When that 
fortress fell, they were interned, 
and .still are prisoners of the 
Japs,

‘The three small vessels left the, 
next . day>-raging fire and condi- 
tions on the waterfront made it 
necessary to start out with little 
food, too little fuel and no charts. 
Frequent visits from Jap dive bom- 
bers added to the hazard, and dur- 
ing the night of the 12th, they 
became separated. Captain Smith, 
in. command of one, and 4th Offi- 
cer W. Oliver, in charge of the 
second, managed to make Batavia. 
Chief Officer D. Smith, however, 
was not so fortunate. They found 
they had insufficient fuel to reach 
Batavia, So proceeded 54 miles up 
a riyer. to Palembang, arriving 
there with only 12 gallons of fuel 
left. 


As if that were not ‘enough, fif- 
teen minutes after their arrival at 
Palembang. over a thousand Jap 
paratroopers landed on the river 
bank only a thousand yards away. 
Chief Officer Smith was not ‘too! 
daunted. He organized his’ 41 
|crew members into an overland 
party and started the long trek 
through Sumatra to the Sunda 
Straits, then across them and on 
to Batavia. 


“Through the courtesy and kind- 
ness-of the Dutch authorities, we 
made it, arriving at Batavia on 
February 16th,” the Chief Officer 
points out in his report. From 
there, the ship's crew, with the ex- 
ception of those who stayed be- 
hind to help in doomed Singapore, 
made their way by various small 
craft to Australia and new berths 
in different ships, hes

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LIVESTOCK DEALERS SAY NO 
NEED FOR 


Farmers and Cattle Dealers Claim 

Plenty of Ment For Export and 

Home Needs 

‘There 1s no need for meat ration- 
ing in Oanada. 

There is a sufficient number of 
cattle in Canada to feed our own 
people, export to Europe and help 
the United States without any 
country going short. 


The government is not of one 
mind on meat rationing and the 
public opinion in the United States 
has made the Canadian govern- 
ment concerned over the fact that 
Canadians have more meat than 
‘United States citizens and is using 
rationing to placate public sentl- 
ment in the United States. 


These were among the charges 
made by livestock dealers, farmers 
and cattle breeders at a meeting of 
th National Livestock Exchange 
held at the Ontario Stock Yards, 
Keele Street. 


Joe McCurdy, one of the livestock 
brokers, 
stock yards during the past week 
there were 25 carloads of steers 
upon which not one bid was re- 
ceived. He pointed out that let- 
ters from cattlemen, dealers and 
butchers in western Canada are 
opposed to rationing on the 
grounds that there is plenty meat 
out there for all purposes, includ- 
ing export, and that the same situ- 
ation prevails in Ontario. 


GLUT IS FEARED 

“Oattle receipts will be heavy in 
all stock yards in September, Octo- 
ber and November, and we will 
have a glut on the market the same 
as last year,” said: Mr. McCurdy. 
“With rationing, according to the 
farmers we have spoken to at the 
yards, there will be less cattle 
breeding, less sent to the market 
and there will be a scarcity, In the 
three months mentioned there will 
beso many cattle at the yards that. 
they will not be able to be proces- 
sed. 


“Cattle can be sent to Burope, 
United States, and we can still 
have sufficient for all Canadians 
need. Why doesn't the govern- 
ment let us ship this cattle and get 
rid of it in the natural way?” 


It was pointed out by officials of 
the Ontario Stock Yards that the 
per capita consumption of meat in 
Canada is lower than in the United 
States and that the exports of 
meat. to Europe have. been much 
heavier than from the. United 
States.

Opens Beautiful Bird Sanctuary 
To Members Of Club on 
Tuesday Afternoon, 

Mr. R. A. Wainman, who operates 
Lindsay's only aviary and is a re- 
cognized authority on bird life, 
was host yesterday to members of 
the Lindsay Kiwanis Club. 


Following luncheon at the Ben- 
son House and a brief mixed pro- 
gram, the club adjourned to visit 
the King Street home of Mr. Wain- 
man and go on a tour of the spa- 


cious and attractively laid out 
grounds which accommodate the 
aviary. 


One of the first things which 
met the eyes of the visiting Ki- 
wanians was the picturesque arti- 
ficial pond which lies in the centre 
of the main entrance to the sanc- 
tuary. 


Another feature which fosussed 
the interest of the visitors was the 
new and modern “Doveland”, a 
j masterpiece in modern woodwork, 
which is used entirely by the many } 
rare specimens of doves on the 
sanctuary as their private retreat. 
Included in the aviary are some 70 
varieties of foreign birds among 
the largest of these being four 
varieties of peacocks and 20 varie- 
| ties of rare pheasants.

Guam--Superfortresses blasted three more vital oil 
refineries today and more than 1200 British and Ameri- 
can carrier planes blew the Japanese air force from the 
skies over Western Honshu burning Kure Nayal Base to 
finish off remnants of Japan’s Imperial Fleet. From 75 
to 100 B-29’s struck in a precision raid near Tokyo short- 
ly before midnight as the Allied fleets manoeuyred off 
shore after a devastating two day strike at Japan’s great 
inland sea anchorage which blasted at least seven 
enemy war ships. 


Bombing at medium altitude the Superforts struck 
Japanese oil refineriés and installations. Targets were 
the Mitsubishi oil refinery, the enemy’s largest produ- 
cer of aviation gasoline, the Hayama Petroleum Refin- 
cry and the Asaishi Oil Co. adjoining each other in the 
Kawasaki area on Tokyo Bay. 


Paris--Albert Lebrun, last president of France’s 
third republic sobbed today as he said that Marshal 
Henri Philippe Petain demanded his resignation, insist- 
ed on an armistice and fought a move to continue re- 
sistance from North Africa. The tall, dignified Lebrun 
was the third witness in Petain’s treason trial. He fol- 
lowed former Premier Edouard Daladier who told the 
French High Court of Justice hearing the trial that 
Petain and his Vichy regime sought only the destruction 
of the French republic and of democracy.

must be replaced or heat sickness in some form or other is 
bound to occur, v 

In 1943, 437 cases of heat sickness in industrial firms 
were studied to disclose that the majority had failed to 
take the required daily amount of salt, The minority who 
had followed the salt taking directions of the manage- 
ment had approximately half the amount of sickness dur- 
ing hot weather. 

Two types of salt tablets to he taken during heat spells 
are available, one of which is small and contains 10 grains 
of salt. A worker whose physical activity is not great may 
take four such tablets during working hours, a worker in 
medium manual labor eight to 12 tablets, and one whose 
job is heavy, 12 to 15 tablets. Common salt. in a dosage of 
up to one per cent, in each glass of water is equally sat- 
isfactory. ‘ 

Salt tops the list of recommendations in avoiding heat 
sickness but also important according to health super- 
visors is a minimum of eight hours in bed, frequent baths 
and showers, clean, lightweight clothing, and open but 
screened windows in the home.

Taggart’s announcement said that 
10-million ‘pounds ‘each of canned 
blood sausage meat spread and meat 
paste would be shipped overseas.

‘The new canned goods are rich in 
protien, They are q blend of such 
fancy meats as cheeks, tripe and 
kidneys, with oatmeal or flour sea- 
soning.

paste also contain pressure cooked 
bones of young animals.

Pie. Phillips made the crdssing 
aboard the great luxury liner, 
Queen Mary, which docked at New 
York on July 12, after an unevent- 
ful crossing from Britain, While 
it was described by Pte, Phillips 
as uneventful it was not without 
its ‘moments’. According to Don, 
when the giant liner had reached 
the half-way mark in the voyage 
it was learned that she was run- 
ming a full eight hours ahead of 
her schedule. This was bad he- 
eause the ship's masters had been 
advised in advance that a big cele- 
bration was being planned for the 
boys when they docked at New 
York and to have them come tn 
eight hours too early would cer- 
tainly upset the applecart.

his mind as to the town eventually | 


getting its share of the investment 
in such a project, Mayor Lamb 
said: “I don’t think there is a 
doubt in the world but what we 
would get every cent of our invest- 
ment back and probably come out 
on top to boot, but this sort of 
thing shouldn't be gone into by the 
town with a view to making 
money. As long as we can break 
even and pay our expenses in the 
deal, it is the duty of the-Council, 
in my opinion, to see that those | 
who are in desperate need for suit- 
able homes be looked after at the 
earliest possible moment.’” 

In conclusion, Mr. Lamb said: 
“If we are going to grow industriai- 
ly in Lindsay, one of the first and 
foremost problems which must be 
disposed of to the satisfaction of 
all concerned, is the housing situ- 
ation. You must have homes if 
you are going to have workers.” 

Recently Mayor Lamb advocated 
in Council that £50,000 be invested 
in a housing project by the Town 
of Lindsay and his suggestion was 
met with considerable opposition | 
by members of the Council. 

Ald. Pitts, Chairman of Indus- 
try, at that time, went on record 
as saying that he didn't think the 
Town should build houses, but 
that if they would open up more 
available streets by laying sewers, 
etc, people would buy the lots 
available and build on them.

NAHA, Okinawa (Delayed). 
Right after the Marine was hit--an 
artillery shell exploded in his fox- 
hole near here--he told his lieu- 
tenant, “Get me back. I'm not 
going to die.” 

His left leg was sheared off al- 
most at the hip. His left arm, 
from fingertips to shoulder, was 
shattered.. A fragment punched 
a hole in his stomach and per- 
forated his bladder. 

Almost" incidental in comparison 
were compound fractures of three 
bones’ in his right foot and num- 
erous siivers of steel in his right 
leg. 

He was brought into the Sixth 
Marine Division’s “A” Medical 
Company forward hospital. The 
Leatherneck was conscious. He 
looked up at the young Navy doc- 
tor. 

“Don't let me die, doc,” he said. 
“There’s too much in life to live 
tor yet.”

William ©. Manion, of Bethal,

“Dont let me die, doc,” the 
Marine repeated. Not pleading, 
not frightened. He was just ask- 


ing fora little help, 2 man in 
trouble. 
The young doctor paused. “I 


won't...” He hesitated. “I won't 
let_you die,” he said firmly. 

He injected six pints of whole 
blood into the Marine's veins. 
Still no noticable pulse. He then 
gave him seven and one-half cu- 
bic centimeters of coramine, a 
blood pressure stimulant. The 
Marine responded slightly. 

The stump was hemorrhaging 
dangerously. An operation ' was 
necessary, but the surgeon, Navy 
Lt. Comdr. H. Barton McSwain, 
of. New York, was fearful. the 
Marine wouldn't recover from 
anesthesla. 

Doctor McSwain operated on the

A new type of. aerial warfare, one 
of preservation than destruction, 
has captured the interest of the 
Canadian public. Armed with 
DDT, a  recently-deyeloped and 
highly effective insecticide, Cana- 
dian and American entomologists 
are conducting extensive experl~ 
ments on control of the bud worm, 
an insect which threatens to de-) 
stroy Canada’s fine spruce forests. 

Alarmed at the menace to their 
own forests by (this insect, which 
already had gained a hold’ on the 
heavily wooded areas; In ‘Eastern 
Canada, Washington. entomologists 
enlisted the ald of the Canadian 
Government and Canadian and 
American solentists have establish- 
ed camps to sttidy the problem. 

The heayily-wooded area around 
Lake -Wagoose in southern Quebec 
was chosen ag an ideal location 
for their expermients due to the 
presence of vast stretches of bal- 
sam 


trees which are particularly. 


Susceptible to the ravages of the 
bud worm, An area of 1,000 acres 
was marked off and sprayed regu- 
larly by alrcraft ond a daily check 
was made on dead and living 
larvae, and on sample branches, to 
ascertain the effectiveness of the 
DDT, ‘This experimental work has 
proved costly, but authoritles ex- 
pect effective control of the bud 
worm can be maintained at a con= 
§lderably Tower cost and will pre- 
'serye the most VEN stands of 
{imber, 5 


Not, ne available to the general 
public, DDT fs a wartime discovery 
that has been used effectively by 
the armed forces to combat var= 
fous ;types. of insect life and plans 
for {ts post-war use are many and 
yaried. While scientists of today 
use DDT to blast at the bud worm 
in spruce forests, the powerful in- 
secticide will soon be available for 
housewives to fight the common 
house-fly.

Quoting the report it states, “The 
production of creamery butter in 
Ontario during June amounted to 
10,998,600 pounds, representing an 
increase of 36% over June, 1944 
when the output amounted to 10,- 
614.002 pounds. 

Production waa up in all sections 
of the province with the exception 
of Northern Ontario. For this com-

Fathom This! 

Canadian fisheries have come a 
Jong way since Colonial times, In 
those days the fishing boats left 
Maritime, ports loaded with salt. 
Then they could travel far from 
shore to the best fishing banks. 
As soon as they hauled in some 
fish, they salted it right down, to 
preyent spoilage on the long trip 
home. Around the end of the last 
century, péople began to grow tired 
of salted fish. They wanted fresh 
fish and lots of it. That, meant 
the boats had to~ make shorter 
trips to the fishing banks nearer 
home. Then they could deliver 
their catches promptly to shore 
plants for processing. But in re- 
cent years, fishermen on the Paci- 
fic coast have started a new trend. 
The idea is to do part of the pro- 
cessing of the fish on shipboard, 

“instead of on shore. Some ships 
not only have freezing and refrig- 
eration equipment, but they can 
the fish too, right on board, These 
ships are really floating factories, 
In the post-war perind, the North 
Atlantic fisheries probably will 
adopt similar methods. Floating 
factory ships mean that fishermen 
can travel long distances to the 
banks where fish are so plentiful. 
They'll probably fillet, freeze, and 
package the fish right on board. 
And when the vessel returns to 
port, the fish can be shipped im- 
mediately all over the country. Of 
course, we don’t have to wait until 
after the war for lots of fish. The 
Department of Agriculture reports 
that this is the seaon for fresh fish 
.. and there are many varieties to 
choose from. Homemakers are tak- 
ing» advantage of the supply of 
fresh fish to the fullest, They 
realize that here is an unrationed 
answer to the problem of adequate 
protein in the diet. Besides fish 
takes only a short time to cook. So 
there are no hot kitchens to put 
up with the ‘summer heat. Of 
course, fish Is versatile and can fit 
into many delightful, easy-to-make 
summer dishes, BUP,
